Captures Southern Maryland Handicap, Opening Day Attrac- 
tion at Bowie, Gamely Outstaying Fair 
Phantom and Bunga Buck 

BOWIE, Md., November 18. — Lucky Hour, the three-year-old son of Ferole or Hour- 
le.ss and I.ucky Catch, added another stake to his list, when under a burden of IIS 
pounds he captured the $5,000 Southern Maryland Handicap, at a mile and a sixteenth, 
the opening feature of the most pretentious meeting ever held at Prince George Park by the 
Southern Maiyland Agricultural Association. Back of the sterling three -year- old finished 
a star band of racers, including the Quincy Stable’s Captain Alcock, winner of both the 
Bowie and the Pimlico Cu^ Handicaps. 

It was Montfort Jones' Fair Phantom, another three-year-old, but under the feather 
impost of 99 pounds, that raced into second place, and third fell to H. Dattner’s sturdy 
four-year-old Ciunpaigner, Bunga Buck, while Frank E. Brown s Hephaistos was a gocHl 
close fourth. The others in the order of the finish were Blazes, Careful, Captain Alcock. 
Tippity Witchet, Polly Ann, Surf Rider, Irish Kiss and Stoto. 

From a good start Fair Phantom was rushed into the lead and Schuttinger hustled 
.nrky Hour into second place and was con- 
tent to rate the colt there back of the lightly 
weighted filly. Careful was a close third 
and Bunga Buck was showing the way t»> 
the others. This order was pretty well main- 
tained througrh the backstretch and Schut- 
tinger had Lucky Hour under a slight re- 
straint. Then leaving tlie straight he moved 
up on the pacemaker and soon wrested the 
lead from her. 

Swinging for home the colt was clear and 
going fast, but when Fair Phantom showed 
a disposition to come again Schuttinger drew 
his whip at the final eighth post and struck 
him twice sharply. Lucky Hour responded 
to the call and a vigorous hand ride brought 
him home winner by half a length, while 
Fair Phantom was only half a length farther 
back in tliird place. Wlien Bunga Buck 
made his move he interfered slightly with 
Blazes just when the Cosden horse was go- 
ing exceedingly well. 

James Boden sent the winner of the fourth 
race to the post in Opperman, a horse which 
learned his first racing lessons over the 
Bowie track- This was a mile dash for 
three-year-olds and at the end he was going 
away to beat C. K, Harrison’s Paddle, while 
the Quincy Stable's All Over saved third

Joseph A. Murphy, who has been in the

In discussing the local racing situation he I from EL E\ Cooney’s Athelstan, 
said : “Those who believe that the mere 

experimental meeting at Hawthorne insured 
the perpetuation of racing in Chicago are 
misinformed. The work of reviving the sport 
has merely begun. It cannot be built on 
Hawthorne alone. The wealth and fashion 
of Chicago never went to the old Hawthorne, 
nor will they go to the new one. When I 
was a resident of Chicago I Icnew its temper 
welL It wanted either the best in eve^- 
thing or it did not want it at all. With 
my thumb on the public pulse in the last 
few days, I find that the temper of the city 
has not changed a bit. Chicago wants rac- 
ing. but it wants the best racing that can be 
had and it wants a great Derby. An Ameri- 
I can Derby cannot be run at Hawthoime. It 
would be like staging Mary Garden and the 
Chicago Opera Company in a movie house. 

I have received the greatest encouragement 
in the proposition to create one of the show 
places of the world in Chicago, with a great 
Derby as the center setting, and this project 
will be pushed to a successful conclusion. 

STAND ON LEGISLATION. 



SAN DIEGO, Cal., November 18.— Com- 
pleting its long journey across the continent, 
tlie Coffroth thoroughbred special, which 
was dispatched from Pimlico, Md., on Sun- 
day, arrived at the border late Thursday 
evening. 

Due to the fact of the tardiness of the train 
the forty thoroughbreds v.'ere not unloaded 
until Friday morning. W. T. Anderson, who 
was in charge of the train, reported the trip 
a fast one. He claimed that had the Coffroth 
special not encountered a wrecked freight 
while en route a new record for transcon- 
tinental travel would have been established. 
A derailed oil car kept this shipment back a 
mhtter of eight hours. 

The various owners and trainers in charge 
of the horses which came in the shipment 
declared that not a single case of sickness 
developed among the thoroughbreds en route 
and that the horses shipped remarkably well 
considering the long journey. 

A large crowd of turf enthusiasts made 
the trip to the border this morning to watch 
the horses di.sembark. The first string to 
set foot on Mexican soil was that owned 



“My personal judgment is against pressing 
legislation for a racing bill at all. Of course, 
if there should be a spontaneous offer from 
the legislature of a bill throwing proper safe- 
guards around racing, I would welcome it. 
But if the passage of a bill necessitated the 
surrender by competent officials of any of 
their powers to keep racing clean, or if other 
mean.s were used in the passage of a bill 
other tlian legitimate propaganda, I would be 
unalterably oppo.sed to iL A racing bill 
might become a liability instead of an asset 

“Per-sonally I do not think we need it We 
took the bold .stand this fall that a mere 
request to place a commission where there 
was no proof that the commission was actu- 
ally placed was not a violation of law. 
There were some arrests, but there were no 
convictions and, in my judgment if the mat- 
ter ever reaches the Appellate Coui*t, it will 
hold that the State must prove the actual 
completion of the placing of a commission be- 
fore a conviction will lie. 

“Of course, I realize that some public offi- 
cial might in the interim put us to consider- 
able inconvenience, but the last election in 
Chicago showed that the trend of public 
opinion is sharply away from repression or 
oppression, in office or out of it. I believe 
the public officials, even if they differ with 
our construction of the law, would permit 
us to reach the Appellate Court without mak-

W'eather conditions were anything but fa- 
vorable for the opening when the skies were 
overcast and during the afternoon there were 
several sprinkles of rain, but the excellent 
sport that was promised resulted in an im- 
mense outpouring from both Washington and 
Baltimore, while many others came from 
Philadelphia and all the way from New York. 
Some slight delay in one of the .specials from 
Wa.shington resulted in the starting of the 
first race being held up for fifteen minutes 
and it was twenty minutes after the adver- 
tised starting time before the field was sent 
away in the opening race. The crowd waa 
such as is usually found on a l.ong Island 
course and the number of New York horse- 
men, as well as tho.se of Kentucky, speak 
volumes for the norses that are to furnish 
the entertainment for the eleven days of 
sport.

Maryland’s Racing Finale. 
Marlboro May Be Mile 
Track. 



With the steeplechase season over for 1922 
the Greentree Stable proves to have been the 
most successful, with total earnings of $45,365 
in cross-country racing. C. K. Harrison Jr., 
finished a good second with a total of $42,211. 
The best individual money-winner was the 
Greentree Stable’s Soumangha. Three vic- 
tories and a second brought her camings to 
$13,045. This mare is a seven year-old and 
is the mother of two horses of racing age. 
Putting her back in training has been emi- 
nently successful. She is the daughter of the 
Belmont-bred Don de Oro and Sunrise, by The 
Bard. The second best money winner was Mr. 
Harrison’s Sea Tale, a six-year-old daughter 
of Sea King — Anecdote, by Tom Ochiltree, and 
she w’as not far behind the other old marc 
when with three firsts, a second and a third 
her total reached $11,280. Damask, the well- 
named five-year -old son of All Gold and Crino- 
line II., by Broomstick, was the second best 
for the Greentree Stable, when his solitary 
victory in the $10,000 Manly Memorial at 
Pimlico and a third brought a total of $8,350. 
But the old gelding Courteous, which a few 
years back was performing in the army offi- 
cers’ races, earned more for Mr. Harrison when 
he accounted for $9,130 of the stable’s total. 
Baronet and Overmatch were two others of 
the Harrison string that earned in excess of 
$5,000. For the Greentree Stable, besides Sou- 
mangha and Damask, the winners of more

sport eclipse anything ever offered before in 
Maryland at this season of the year. In the 
old days of the Washington Jockey Club, 
when the track at Bcnning flourished, there 
were good horses continued in training to take 
part, but in its best days there were few such 
horses as those now stabled at Bowie.

James Fitzsimmons j 
has the Quincy Stable string and one of the 
band. Captain Alcock, has given that stable 
tremendous importance in the closing da>'s of 
the racing year. William Wallace has kept 
Frank J. Farrell’s Horologe in training for 
the meeting and Max Hirsch is still in the 
picture with the horses of J. B. Smith and 
George W. Loft. J. S. Cosden’s string will 
race at Bowie, as well as the small but select ’ 
stable of E. F. Cooney.

The Southern Maryland 
Agricultural Fair Association owns a tract 
of 185 acres, where the little track is located 
now, and it would be a simple engineering 
feat to double the size of the track, or, in fact, 
make it any size desired. Plans were de- 
signed some time ago for this enlarging of 
the plant and they progressed to a stage 
of deciding on a site for the grandstand, the 
placing of the paddock and the general out- 
line of the new track. No work was done, 
but the feasibility of the change was convinc- 
ing.

On May 6, 1819, Joseph Hutcheson, an 
Knglish horse dealer, undertook to rido 
from Canterbury to London bridge in 
j three successive hours, distance fifty-five 
1 and a half miles. He accomplished it ia 
two hours twenty-five minutes and fifty- 
one seconds wiUiout any inconvenience 
to himself. 

He took refre.sliment in London and 
returned to Canterbury by coach to dine 
with a party interested in the bet. He 
employed eleven horses and rode for a 
wager of $3,000. 

John M’Cracken rode with President 
Jackson’s message, December 8, 1829, 

from Washington to Baltimore, thirty- 
•six miles, in one hour forty-five min- 
iite.H. He used eight horses — all for 
patriotism and glory !

OLD HORSE WINS FORTUNE 



PARIS, France, October 27. — By betting 
$1,000 for a win on a five-year-old horse 
named Sydney at Le Tremblay Wednesday 
the lucky owner of the animal, M. A. Bezard, 
w’on $70,000. 

The race was only a small handicap and 
Sydney was the lowest weighted. Ridden by 
a promising young apprentice named Marie 
the horse came away at the distance and 
won by a neck. Just before tJie race Sydney 
was quoted at 190 to 1, but the bet laid by 
his owmer forced the totalizator prii^e dow’u 
' to about 70 to 1. 
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PROPOSED TYPE OF GRANDSTAND 



Architect Scott C. Dyer, who visited the various racing plants to gain first knowledge of new ideas, selected the new cyclone fence 
on the right of photo, showing an eight-foot No. 4 wire, with spear top and concrete base. The photo on right shows Dade Park grand- 
stand with low base. In making drawings for the new grandstand Mr. Dyer has improved on the general construction, but the seating 
and general conformation will be with the general lines herewith shown. Judge Joseph A. Murphy is particularly anxious to get some- 
thing other than the old stereotype form of stand and the new plans call for a rise of eight feet, with a front row of boxes the entire 
length of the stand with entrance from the promenade on the mezzanine fioor with ten rows of seats called mezzanine seats, thence a rise 
for each row of four inches with platform of twenty-four inches each. The space allotted will give plenty of room for an opera chair. 
The grandstand proper will be very deep and will accommodate easily 25,000 people. 



THROUGH MOTOR ROUTES I REACHES TIJUANA TRACE I LUCKY HOURS BIG TRIUMPH 



Washington Park Breeders’ As- 
sociation Assured of Excellent 
Autumobile Transportation. 



Alderman Gny Madderom of the ninth ward 
ia highly elated over the contemplated build- 
ing of a race track at Riverdale, 111. While 
the proposed track is located just outside 
the Chicago limits^ nevertheless there is 
more than a friendly feeling between the vil- 
lage board of the Township of Riverdale and 
the leaders of the ninth ward. 

The New Washington Park Breeders* Asso- 
ciation, prior to securing an option on the 
land, called in Alderman Madderom and 
asked his co-operation in the way of securing 
through routes by automobile from Chicago 
to Riverdale, which would of course be ab- 
solutely essential and necessai’y to carry out 
the plans of the association. 

AJderman Madderom stated that arrange- 
ments had already been made by the South 
Park system to improve Michigan avenue 
south as far as 127th street, then one block 
cast to Indiana avenue, which will be im- 
proved and made a boulevard directly to 
Riverdale, 138th street, giving a direct boule- 
vard system to the proposed race track site. 

The alderman also stated with the Dixie 
and Lincoln Highways that connected with 
both Western avenue and Halsted street, that 
the one million people within a radius of 
twenty-five miles would have perfect driving 
accommodations to Riverdale and to the pro- 
posed race track of the New Washington 
Park Breeders’ Association. 

The Illinois Central suburban service 
reaches the towns of South Chicago, Whiting, 
Irondale, Hensington, Pullman, Harvey, West 
Pullman, Blue Island, Bolton, Roseland. 
Hegewisch, Hammond, West Hammond, East 
Chicago, Chicago Heights, Indiana Harbor, 
Gary, Michigan City, Homewood, Matteson 
and Flossmoor with regular daily scheduled 
trains, all of which pass the race track on the 
main line. The alderman remarked when 
one railroad passes your door and carries 
75,000 souls daily it is a big asset to com- 
mence with.

I.ONDON, England, November IS. — ^The 
Derby Cup, which featured the closing day 
of the Derby meeting Friday, resulted in a 
surprise victory for J. H. Hull’s False ^Uarm, 
four-year-old bay colt, by Rattle Jack — 
\Vhite Lie, by Bendigo. False Alarm was 
quoted at 20 to 1 in the betting. 

The weather was fine and the going good 
for the race. A crowd of average size turned 
out. The mile and three-quarters was cov- 
ered in 3 :04H. 

Bullock brought False Alarm to the finish 
three parts of a length ahead of A, P. Cun- 
liflfe’s Charlebelle, which saved second place 
from Major A. B. Bayley Worthington’s 
Brinklow by a neck. The topweight, Flint 
Jack, finished fourth. The favorite, Specs, 

quoted at 4 to 1, finished eighth.

It brought out a good field of juveniles, | 
but the son of Sweep and Polistana, that j 
races for the Nevada Stock Farm Stable, j 
was easily best and at the end he had plenty j 
to .spare to beat August Belmont’s Osprey 
three lengths, while the Belmont colt wa.s| 
a length and a half in advance of Walter J. ! 
Salmon’s Vigil, while John E. Madden’s Best 
Love was a good fourth. 

Frank G., from the Quincy Stable, was the ; 
one to set the pace, but Keogh, after taking j 
a position back of the leader, was content to | 
rate his mount along. Best Love was in the 
first flight and the three of them joined 
Osprey at the turn out of the backstretch. 
Wlien Kec^h .shook up General Thatcher go- 
ing to the stretch turn, he was carried a bit 
wide by the tiring Frajik G. and there Best I 
Love weakened and Osprey made his move j 
on the inside. For an instant it seemed that 1 
Osprey would be the winner, but General 
Thatcher had plenty in reserve and in the! 
la.st eighth he drew away readily. |

in the order named. Dexterous was most ! 
alert at tlie start and he loft .speedily, but 
Gentility was right after him. Bon Homme 
began slowly, but he quickly found his way 
into third place, but lengths back of the other 
two. 

MARIN ELLl’S CONFLDKNT RLDE. 

Marinelli rode a wonderfully confident race 
on the Blackford filly and he still had her 
under restraint when she drew alongside of 
Dexterous and went on by before the stretch 
was reached. In the run home Marinelli 
was looking back and had hi.«i mount under 
restraint. Dexterous hung on well and Bon 
Homme made up some ground, but there was 
no time that be seriously threatened the first 
two. 

Clean and bright in new paint and envel- 
oped in flaming autumn scenery Prince 
George Park was found ready for the last 
of the big race meetings of 1922. The club- 
house is twice as big as it was in anticipa- 
tion of a heavy automobile patronage from 
Baltimore, Washington and Annapolis and 
points east and south. The automobile pat- 
ronage will be more considerable than for- 
merly, because the automobUe highways are 
being steadily improved in southern Mary- 
land. The sheltering capacity of the gr.and- 
stand has been increased materially and ap- 
preciated by customers of the iron men. 

Among the J. S. Cosden horses which have 
arrived at Prince George Park, Bowie, in 
charge of young Woods Garth, are the two- 
year-olds Martingale and Dunlin, the three- 
year-olds Good Times and Bigheart and the 
five-year-olds Paul Jones and Bkizes. 

Martingale, winner of the Tremont and 
United States Hotel Stakes and at I’rmlico of 



the Futurity Cup, in which he trimmed tho 
Futurity winner Sallj^^s Alley, and Dunlin, 
winner of the Hopeful at Saratoga, are to 
start once more this year. They will go in 
the $5,000 Endurance Race, Bowie’s one-mile 
stake for tw’o-year-olds. 

Paul Jones, the Kentucky Derby winner of 
1920, came back liand.somely at Pimlico lo 
finish second to Captain Alcock in the Pim- 
lico Cup renewal, beating Exterminator. Ex- 
odus and Lady Emmeline after lie had 
brought up fourth to Captain Alcock, Exodus 
and Oceanic in the Bowie Cup. Being un- 
sound and not generally good on a fast track, 
Paul Jones did exceptionally well at Pim- 
lico in fast going. The Garths are confident 
that he will prove even more formidable at 
Bowie, because of the comparative deepness 
of the track, 

PAITL JONES’ OBJECTIVE. 

ITie $10,000 Thanksgiving Handicap is Paul 
Jones’ ultimate objective, but he will race 
with Blazes, a Pimlico winner. In tlie $5,000 
Prince George Handicap. Bigheart and Good 
Times will be res«ir\'ed for sprinting. Clar- 
ence Kummer and Chick Lang will ride for 
Mr. Cosden at Bowie. 

An idea is had of the number of horses at 
Bowie when there were 218 named for the 
races Miyiday, while in the first two races 
more than 100 were entered. 

Ed H. (“Snapper”) Garrison was an ar- 
rival from the Audley Farm of the Jones 
Bros., and he will be here for tlie meeting. 
He said that neither B. B. nor Montfort Jones 
would come here for the meeting, though 
the string will be campaigned by Kay Spence, 
Both of the brothers have gone to Cali- 
fornia for the winter. 

Willis Sharpe Kilmer Las recently pur- 
chased another extensive farm and he li.as 
chosen a delightful place in the Shenandoah 
Valley, not far from the Audley farm. 

Dr. F. W. Ashe, who is looking after a 
shipment of horses to Havana, said today 
that he expected to liave a special of not 
less than three cars leaving about Decem- 
ber L
